OOLETT, Wyo., April 13.—The 6ght 


between the rustlers and stookraenis 
waging desperately. The ranch of Nate 
Champion, the chief of tho rustlers, 
was surrounded and over 200 shots were 
fired into tho building'. Champion was 
killed, Nick Kay was with Champion 
at tho time. Tho house was soon tired 
and Ray was burned to death, Cham- 
pion Is reported to have left the house 
und to liuvo died fighting in tlie open. 
This rustlers have got a large number 
of cattlemen corralled at the T. A. 
ranch, ten miles from Buffalo. Four 
Btockmen were wounded in tho light 
anil taken to Hutfulo. 


Amounted messenger arrived at the 


riiHtlers' camp in great haste Monday 
with important news. 
Couriers arc 


scouring ranges in search of tho men 
uud warning tlie rustlers. The stage 
from Oil let t to Iluffulo was stopped fcy 
armed rustlers, and a man, supposed to 
bo n friend of Fred Hesse, the leader of 
the 
Htookmen, was taken prisoner. 


The soldiers »t Fort McKinney have 
been ordered out to protect settlers. 


Fighting was going on all day Mon- 


day between tho rustlers and stockmeb 
who have tulccu refuge at tho A. T. 
ranch. The ranch is surrounded by an 
armed force of fully .'(00 men and firing 
has continued steadily since yesterday 
morning. 
Sheriff Angus went otit from 


lluffulo yesterday 
morning and ap- 


pointed all the rustlers deputy sheriffs 
upon their promise not to execute sum- 
mary vengeance upon the stockmen's 
party. lie then rode toward the ranch 
and ordered the forces there to surren- 
der, but beat a hasty retreat when they 
opened tire on him. Last night the 
sheriff's pmso was camped around the 
ranch and will try to capture it to-day. 


Joe Klllott, the man who is out on 


bonds charged with attempting to mur- 
der Nate Champion in his cabin on 
Powder river lust fall, is with the stock- 
men, 
ns also is Frank Canton, who is 


suspected of shooting John Tisdal and 
Kangcr Jones, near liuffalo this winter. 


The telegraph wires are down and a 


man who attempted to repair them was 
promptly shot at. The fight has, figura- 
tively, only just commenced. 
Tho 


work of the stockmen was so sudden 
and unexpected that tho rustlers had 
not time to organize. They have now 
been warned and are flocking to the 
scene of trouble. It is thought that the 
next tight will be the bloodiest of all. 


The report that the invading party are 


Plnkcrtonsisuntrue. They are mostly 
cowboys and know every foot of the 
country in which they are fighting. It 
is rapidly growing colder and snow is 
beginning to fall. This willcompel the 
rustlurs to seek shelter. 


DOUOI.AS, Wyo., April is.— The re- 


port of tho killing of Nat Champion 
and Niek Hay on Powder river is con- 
firmed by u stage driver reaching hero 
yesterday morning. He reports that 
Red Angus, aherlff of Johnson county, 
went to Powder river on Saturday with 
a posse of twenty men and reported 
upon his return to Buffalo the follow- 
ing details of the killing of Champion 
and Ray. Champion's cabin was sur- 
rounded by 
tho stockmen and his 


surrender was demanded, but lie re- 
fused to come out and the shooting 
then commenced. 
When Champion and 


Kay had exhausted their ammunition, 
Champion made a rush from tho cabin, 
but when 300 yards nwoy was shot and 
killed, his body being found riddled 
with bullets. 
Ray remained in the 


cabin. The attacking party placed hay 
against it and fired the place. Ray's 
body, burned to a crisp, was found on 
the floor of the partly destroyed build- 
ing.

Fifteen Million Cotton Spindle! to bs 


Idle—Arbitration Falls. 


LONUON, April IB.—Efforts to settle 


tho dispute l>ctweeu employes and mill 
.nvners in the Lancashire cotton dis- 
trict huve failed, and on Saturday, 
when the notices expire, 15,000,000 
spindles will be idle, A number ol 
linns havo obtained permission from 
ihe masters' union, on condition of pay 
,ng large Hues, to complete important 
contracts now under way, but after 
these arellnished no more work is to be 
done until the dispute is finally settled 


the enforced going of one or the 


other of the contesting parties. 


The dispute which lias now reached 


such extensive proportions is the out- 
f row tli of a strike which took place 
last September in one of the mills a1 
Stalybmlgo. The men complained that 
their weekly wages were practically re- 
duced a twelfth by reason of the use o) 
inferior cotton which rait sod a lessened 
output. An investigation, which was 
conducted by a committee consisting oJ 
two masters and two operatives, proved 
that tho statements of fact mode by the 
men were true. Eleven thousand spinners 
are directly affected, and 7,000 workers 
in other branches indirectly connected 
with the cotton industry, to say nothing 
of the efftot of so extensive a stoppage 
of the. Lancashire production upon con- 
tinental industries. The union Is per- 
fecting arrangement1- i"or a protrnctec 
struggle.

IORE LOSS OP HUMAN LIFE REPORTED. 


E, Oldu., April 13. — A dispatch 


from Gov. iseay, who is in the Cheyenne 
and Arapahoe reservation, states that 
the new county seats are surveyed arid 
platted. This insures the opening- of 
these towns at tne same instant that 
the entire reservation is thrown open, 
and will do away with the dangerous 
aud disgraceful rushes heretofore made. ' 
Not one of these towns is nearer than 
fifteen miles to the line from which all 
must start, and so people will arrive in 
them but a few at a time. There are 
si.; of these county seats, named re- 
spectively Watona, Taloga, loland, 
Cheyenne, Arapahoe and Tulola and 
each site contains 820 acres. All aro 
plsitted and stoked oft into lot*. 


The government reserves in each 


town one block for a courthouse, four 
blocks for a park, three blocks for a 
school building, half a block for post 
office and city hall aud six lots for 
churches. All the rest of the lots are 
free to settlers.

A Dozen Negro Families West of Co- 


lumbus, Miss., Drowned—Great 


Destitution Among the Surviv- 


ors— Communication Cut 
Off. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 13.—The Mis- 


sissippi river is within one and one-half 
feet of the danger line, with a rise 
coming from 
Cincinnati and -Vairo. 


The St. Francis basin is rapidly tilling 
up, and grave fears are entertained 
that there will be a series of disastrous 
floods. Reports from the waters feed- 
ing the river strengthen this apprehen- 
sion. 


The levees from Memphis to Vicks- 


burg are in a fairly good condition, yet 
they are not able to stand a great rise. 
The plantations below here on the 
Arkansas side are 
submerged 
and 


planted crops of corn are ruined. In 
southeast Mississippi tho situation is 
grave. In the vicinity of Columbus the 
Pearl river has been bank-full for sev- 
eral weeks and the recent heavy rainu 
have spread it over a territory fifteen 
miles wide. 


In addition to the loss of life Friday 


it was reported that a doi'.en negro fam- 
ilies weht of Columbus havo boen 
drowned. There is great destitu tion 
among the negroes, many of them hav- 
ing all they possessed swept away. The 
territory in which there has been such 
an appalling loss of life is far away 
from a telegraph office and the water 
has almost entirely cutoff com inunda- 
tion between the people and the outside 
world.
